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Pursuant to MPEP § 710.06, Applicant respectfully requests that the time period for reply 
to the Action dated July 16, 2007 to be reset and requests issuance of a new Office Action based 
on the following. 

MPEP § 710.06 states that if an Office Action contains an error that affects Applicants' 
ability to reply to the Action and this error is called to the attention of the Office within 1 month 
of the mail date of the Action, the Office will restart the previously set period to run from the 
date the error is corrected, if requested to do so by Applicant. 

Pursuant thereto, Applicant notes that in the Office Action dated July 16, 2007, claims 1- 
4 are rejected under 35 U.S..C. § 103(a) over Microsoft Money for Windows, version 3.5, 
hereinafter Microsoft. Additionally, in the Action, the Examiner specifically refers to pages 181- 
184, 291-296, 357-358, 366-367, etc. of Microsoft. However, the English language version of 
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Microsoft relied upon by the Examiner was not provided with the Action and is not available in 
PAIR.

Applicant's ability to reply to the Action, 

A telephone call was made to the Examiner to request the English version of the 
Microsoft reference relied on by the Examiner, prior to one (1) month of the mailing date of the 
Office Action dated July 16, 2007. Thus, the PTO was made aware of this issue within one (1) 
month of the mailing date of the Action dated July 16, 2007. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests issuance of a new Office Action with a new 
time period for reply including a copy of an English language version of the Microsoft reference 
relied on by the Examiner.
